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DETAILED OFFICE ACTION 


Status of Application 

Applicant's Petition on April 11, 2005, filed under 35 C.F.R. § 1.144, which argues that 
the restriction of February 4, 2004 is improper, has been treated as Request for Reconsideration. 
As a first note, it appears that applicant's petition has a typographical error and the action in 
question is actually dated February 4, 2005. As such, the arguments have been fully considered 
and are persuasive. Therefore, the final office and concurrent restriction dated February 4, 2005 
have been withdrawn. 

The status of the case stands that claims 10-23 are pending and are currently amended. 

Specification 

The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for the 
claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01(o). Further, the disclosed 
terminology fails to be uniformly consistent within the specification and needs to be corrected. 

Correction of the following is required for at least the following elements: 
Clamping bracket (12), holder tube (10), mirror housing frame (4). 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112, 2d f 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 


The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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Claims 10-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Specifically, the claims and specification are replete with various non-uniform terms that 
appears to be contradictory in scope. For instance, several of the elements in independent claim 
10 cannot be found in the disclosure nor in independent claim 17. Further, several of the 
elements in claim 17 cannot be found in the disclosure nor in claim 10. As such, the previous 
office action restricted these claims as being distinct. In light of a phone conversation with 
applicant's representative, it appears these claims have several typographical errors as well as 
omissions that, with respect to each other and the disclosure, render these claims indefinite as to 
the metes and bounds of their scope. 

Further, the remaining claims, 11-16 and 18-23, depend from independent claims 10 and 
17 and therefore inherent the aforementioned deficiencies.
